1. CHINA 

CSM REPORTS PRES FORD TENTATIVELY WILL BEGIN PRC VISIT 
DEC 1, ACCORDING SOURCES CLOSE TO HAK PARTY IN PEKING. 
KYODO 10/22 PEKING DISPATCH SAID AGREEMENT REACHED THAT 
FORD VISIT BEGIN NOV 27 OR 28 (AP, SUN). 

MOST OBSERVERS STRESS THAT HAK'S PRC MISSION ENDED ON 
COOL NOTE, WITH MAJOR DIFFERENCES UNRESOLVED. AP 
(PEKING) CONTENDS WHILE HAK VOICED SATISFACTION WITH 
TALKS, VISIT ENDED ON MUTED NOTE. IN TOAST AT DINNER 
FOR HOSTS, HAK SET RATHER CHILLY TONE BY SAYING 
SELF-INTEREST, NOT FRIENDSHIP, GOVERNS SINO-US 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RELATIONS, AND CHIAO KUAN-HUA'S ANSWERING TOAST DID 
LITTLE TO WARM AIR; TOASTS INDICATED HAK NEITHER GAINED 
NOR LOST-PRC WILL KEEP CURRENT CONTACTS WITH US, BUT 
NOT DRAMATICALLY IMPROVE THEM. US OFFICIALS AT GREAT 
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PAINS AFTER WEDNESDAY DINNER TO TRY CONVINCE AMERICAN 
REPORTERS HAK'S MISSION NO FAILURE (SUN). 

UPI (PEKING) CITES "UNUSUALLY COOL WORDS" OF CHIAO'S 
TOAST; QUOTES US OBSERVERS THAT FM'S REMARKS WERE SOME 
OF COOLEST SINCE RESUMPTION SINO-US RELATIONS. AND 
DISAGREEMENT ON ISSUE OF US DETENTE WITH SOVIET HAD 
BEEN MAJOR THEME OF TALKS IN PRC (NYDN). WSJ REPORT 
CONCLUDES PEKING EVIDENTLY INTENDS CONTINUE RELATIONSHIP 
WITH US. BUT WILL NOT EXPAND IT SO LONG AS MAJOR ISSUES, 
SUCH AS TAIWAN, UNSETTLED. 

ALSO NOTING FAREWELL DINNER'S CLOSING REMARKS WERE 
"NOTABLE FOR THEIR LACK OF WARMTH," CSM DISPATCH SAYS 
CHIAO SPOKE LESS THAN TWO MINUTES, WAS MARKEDLY 
FORMAL— HIS REMARKS SOME OF SHORTEST EVER DELIVERED 
IN GREAT HALL, HE MADE NO MENTION OF FORD VISIT. 

REUTER'S ROGERS (PEKING) NOTES HAK LEFT PEKING WITHOUT 
SEEING CHOU EN-LAI. THUS HEIGHTENING SPECULATION 
PREMIER IS SERIOUSLY ILL. REPORTS "SENIOR US OFFICIAL" 
TRAVELING WITH HAK AS SAYING PRC VISIT WENT MUCH AS 
EXPECTED, BASICALLY MAIN TRENDS THAT BROUGHT TWO 
COUNTRIES TOGETHER ARE STILL OPERATIVE, THEY NOW HAVE

WP S GREENWAY, IN PEKING, REPORTS HAK'S FAREWELL BANQUET 
ENDED ON COOL NOTE, WITH TOASTS INDICATING SIDES HAVE 
AGREED DISAGREE ON MANY ISSUES DIVIDING THEM. FORD 
VISIT HAS PEKING'S BLESSING AND BASIC RELATIONS STILL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INTACT; BUT JUDGING FROM BANQUET REMARKS, THERE CANNOT 
HAVE BEEN MUCH AGREEMENT DURING HAK'S WORKING SESSIONS 
WITH TENG HSIAO-PING. ALTHOUGH CHINESE HAVE INDICATED 
THEY CAN BE PATIENT ON TAIWAN ISSUE, FOUR DAYS' TALKS 
GIVE IMPRESSION THEY ARE DISAPPOINTED THAT RELATIONSHIP 
WITH US HAS NOT PROGRESSED FURTHER (EXCERPTED IN PHINQ). 

ZORZA (WP) SEES SIGNS, COINCIDING WITH HAK PEKING
